WHOLESALE PRICES CONTINUE 
TO SHOW UPWARD TREND

WASHINGTON, Sept. 17.—The 
upward trend of wholesale prices 
is shown in a report made public 
by the Labor Department, to have 
continued through August. 

On the basis of reports covering 
494 comr-odities. the weighted in- 
dex number of the Bureaw of Labor 
Statistics, with 100 representing 
the prewar level, was fixed at 160.4 
for August as compared with 159.9 
for July and 149.7 for August a 
y'"r ago 

Rising prices of rye. wheat, cat- 
tle, hay, hides and tobacco, the 
review stated. accounted for an ad- 
vance in the level of prices for 
farm prodnects from 161.8 in July 
to 163.1 in August, while increases 
in meats, butter, coffee and flour 
~e largely responsible for raising 
the food price index from 157.3 to 
159.2 
The commodities grouped under 
the headings of' fuel and lighting 
materials and miscellaneous were 
the only ones to show declines, al- 
though the level for house furnish- 
ing goods remained stationary. The 
drop in the “miscellaneous” index 
was due mainly to a decline in rub- 
ber prices.

“Imbued with petticoated aristo- 
cratic ideas of Great Britain to 
such an extent that he stil) clings 
to them, even in America.” 

Denies Planning Propaganda Here. 
Saklatvala today wrote to the 
American consul general in Lon- 
don, complaining of the “arbitrari- 
ness"’ of Secretary Kellogg’s action 
in ordering the revocation of his 
visa ‘‘on the basis of a few 
words,’ taken from  Saklatvala’s 
parliamentary speeches. 

Saklatvala in an interview said 
that the Secretary of State by his 
cancellation of the visa had vio- 
lated constitutional practices as 
well as tha laws regulating the 
working of the interpariiamentary 
conferences and had “disregarded 
the ordinary laws of politica) de- 
cency.” 

“The Americans,” he added, 
“agreed to act as my host, and yet 
at the last moment I am refused 
admission to the country. Can it 
be that the Americans are afraid 
of the truth being known there, and 
took action on this account? 

“T had no Intention of carrying 
on any propaganda in the United 
States and intended to réspect the 
laws and the Constitution in every 


particular. If the American Gov- 
ernment desired to be fair and 
just, it should have allowed me 


to enter the country and then re- 
ferred the question of my partici- 
pation in the conference to the 
official council of the Interparlia- 
mentary Union. If the council 
should have decided against my 
participation. that would seem 
quite a different mafter.”

CHICAGO, Sept. 17.—Joseph 
“Holmes and Jack Woods, two of 
five robbers who a few weeks ago 
held up the fashionable Drake Ho- 
tel, were convicted by a jury today 
of the murder of Frank B. Rodkey, 
hotel cashier, and given the death 
penalty. 

The jury deliberated for more 
than nine hours until nearly dawn 
today and several] times were re- 
ported deadlocked at 9 to 3 and 10 
to 2 for a hanging verdict, the 
minority holding out for life’ im- 
prisonment on the grounds that the 
pair were insane. 

The defense relied on an insani- 
ty plea and in the closing argu- 
ments declared there were many in- 
stances in which persons accused 
of murder had pleaded guilty and 
been sentenced only to life impris- 
onment. 

Confessions by Both Men. 

The prosecution asked for the 
death penalty and introduced 46 
witnesses, many of whom identi- 


fied both the accused and named 
Holmes as the actual! slayer. Con- 
fessions of both were read into the 
evidence. 

Holmes and Woods, alias Wilson, 
with three others terrorized the ex- 
clusive hostelry on Chicago's “gold 
coast” at tea time, July 29. Masked 
and armed with pistols and shot- 
guns they held up a number of em- 

oyes and engaged in running 
fights with a house detective and 
traffic policemen from nearby Lake 
Shore Drive. 

Two of the party, Eric Nelson, 
the leader, and “Texas” Court, a 
half-breed Cherokee Indian, were 
killed. Nelson commandered a tax- 
icab and, firing at pursuing police- 
men, led a chase over miles of 
North shore boulevards until slain 
in a cellar. 

The fifth, William Mellnechuck 
or Mellonchuck, escaped with 
$3500, part of the hotel’s payroll 
taken after Rodkey was killed.

IN THE SHOES 


YOUNG LA FOLLETTE IF 


L CARRY ON 
OF HIS FATHER 


He Is More Tactful Than Late Senator, How- 
ever, and Always Has Been Popular 
Among Latter’s Foes.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 17.—With 
the single exception of Henry Clay, 
Robert M. La Follette Jr., will be 
the youngest man ever elected to 
the United States Senate—assum- 
ing that he will be elected, an 
event which seems assured by his 
overwhelming victory Tuesday in 
the Wisconsin primary. He will be 
the youngest Senator ever elected 
by the votes of the people. 

La Follette, who won the Re- 
publican nomination to succeed his 
late father, is just seven months 
over the minimum age limit fixed 
by the Constitution for Senators. 
He was 30 last February. 

Henry Clay lacked five months 
of 30 when he was elected Senator 
by the Kentucky Legislature to fill 
four months of an unexpired term, 
but this defect in his qualifications 
was either unknown to those who 
might have opposed seating him, or 
was allowed to pass without com- 
ment. He still lacked a month of 
30 when his brief term expired. 

James Monroe, later President of 
the United States, was elected to 
the Senate when he was 32. Next 


Lee of Tennessee, who was 33 
when he was elected in 1913. La 
Follette’s youngest colleague in the 
Senate will be Senator Dill of 
Washington, who is 41. 

La Follette’s Sweeping Victory. 

The universal assumption that 
the youthful candidate will win in 
the general election, to be held in 
Wisconsin Sept. 29, is based on the 
fact that his principal opponent 
will be Roy P. Wilcox, whom La 
Follette defeated Tuesday for the 
Republican nomination by a plu- 
rality of 100,000. Wilcox is now 
running as an independent. La 
Follette got about 40,000 more 
votes than Wilcox and his other 
two opponents combined, and the 
Democratic vote was so slight that 
it is a question whether the party 
can maintain its legal right to a 
place on the ballot. 

There is an extraordinary senti- 
mental aspect to the prospect of 
La Follette taking his father’s seat. 
The bond of affection which ex- 
isted between them was unusual, 
even among fathers and sons. Since 
1917, when the son underwent a 
desperate illness that almost cost 
his life, he and his father were 
hardly out of each other's sight. 
Senator La Follette had four chil- 
dren, and his was a strikingly 
close family, but his preference for 
Robert was open and admitted.

Height restrictions in the down- 
town district and elsewhere were 
discussed last night, at a hearing 
in which Eugene 8. Klein and 
James P. Jamieson, architects, and 
E. B. Fay, consulting engineer, 
were before the commission. 

The question discussed last night 
as at the recent hearing of office 
building owners and managers, wae 
whether future downtown business 
buildings can be made profitable, if 
they are restricted to a height of 
12 stories, 150 feet, with allow- 
ances for additional height when 
the set-back form of construction 
is used. 

Against 12-Story Limit. 

The speakers thought 12 stories 
was too low a limit for profitable 
construction, and that the Iimit 
should be not less than 14 stories. 
In this connection, ground value*. 
rentals, interest and mortgage 
charges were discussed. The com- 
mission asked for more concise fig- 
ures on all these points, and the 
speakers promised such (figures 
within a few days. 

The speakers were agreed that 
there should be restrictions on 
building heights, both downtown 
and on outlying streets. They said 
that provisions should be made for 
Delmar and Washington oule- 
vards, for Grand boulevard, and 
possibly other thoroughfares ow‘- 
side the downtown district, which 
would take inte account the ground 
values on those thoroughfares, and 
should allow a fair return on bulid- 
ing investments. 

Architect Klein, In speaking of 
the set-back plan of construction, 
said it should be used wherever 
possible, to leave light and air for 
adjoining buildings. This is just 
as needful, he said, as to provide 
light and air for the building iteeif 
by means of intertor courts.
